Wilson's visit to the capitol—the thirc 
in his eight weeks of ofl'ice—was a pre- 
cedent-breaking trip so far as the cap- 
itol historians could say. 


Other presidents had gone to the cap- 


itol to read their addresses or messages 
as President Wilsnn did on April 8, but 
there was no record of any other pres- 
ident going there to SILVC time in talking 
about appointments. 


President Wilson arranged his visit 


so he would reach the president's room 
in ample time for conferences before the 
senate convened at 2 o'clock. The talk,

Tho president, told friends that the ar 
ragement of a,wa.iting for the senators 
to come to the white house involved 
great loss of time, so he proposed to go 
to his room in the cnpitol where he 
might confer with senators.

ing engagements just before noon and 
started for the capitol with Secretary 
Tumulty in one of the white house 
motors.

In appointments to the consular serv- 


ice or on minor diplomatic posts such 
is secretaries of embassies or legations 
where the merit system resorted to by 
former Presidents Roosevelt and Taft 
was not. followed. 


Where vacancies are created by re- 


movals from office which carry a fixed 
:enure, unless made for cause, and par- 
iculnrly where removals are made from 
offices which require technical or spe- 
ial knowledge. 
•A statement issued after the caucus 


leclared that "removals from office of 
ndcterrninate tenure" should he made 
only for cause. It condemns the demo- 
crats for their opposition to the Tnft 
appointments as being without justifica- 
tion and against lound public policy.

Tracklayer's Story. 


Robert C'artcn, a tracklayer, who cs

"I had been working at the head of

sumed work at 12:30 and had driven 
only two spikes when the explosion oc- 
curred. 
Tho concussion 
knocked me 


down and I was unconiclous for fifteen 
minutes. After recovering I met Assist- 
ant Foreman Brown, who told me .to get 
out of the mine as quickly as possible- 
Other men quickly arrived where I was. 
Followed by about twenty-five men 1 
started down No. S motor road of tho 
main road of the mine. 
We had not 


gone far before we found there was 10 
much smoke we could go no farther. W« 
tried No. 7 motor road nnd found this 
also choked with smoke and debris. 


"I then told Assistant Foreman Brown 


I -was going to trv No. 18 entry. He 
told me I could . x make it. Followed 
by the rest I triett'. Less thnn one hun- 
dred feet in No. 16 entry -we found our 
way blocked with debris. 


"We turned back and had pern jjfr I 


No. 15 entry some distance, wh/f -. c 
were again blocked by debris. 


"After investigating we found a hole 


at the top of the defiris. 
1 crawled 


through this on my stomach for a dis- 
tance of 200 feet and the others followed. 
I held a small safety lamp as high as 1 
could so that the light would fall Be- 
hind me to guide the others. Finally j 
reached No. 4 motor road, which was 
clear. I stopped and a colored man wai 
beside me. We listened for the others 
but could not hear them. After a time, 
accompanied by the colored 
man, 
w« 


started for the surface. 
Before reach- 


ing there we met Tom Thompson, the 
night boss, whom we told about what 


d happened. 
"Thompson started back into the mine 


to lead the others out and we continued 
on down the slope to the open air? 3,000 
feet from our starting point. 


"Later the other men reached the open. 


All were ill and dazed on account of the 
Fumes in the mine." 


Signs of Life Cease. 


Three entries of the mine were en- 


tirely choked with debris. 
During thn 


afternoon rescue parties reported at In- 
tervals that some of tho men were alive 
behind heavy falls of earth and coal 
Sounds resembling rapping and 
criesi 


could be heard. As night came, however, 
such evidences of life ceased. 


The force of the explosion was terrific. 


Mine cars were splintered and a fifteen- 
ton motor was turned over. Manv feet 
of mine track were twisted and rippe.t 
from the ties.

AS THE WORLD LOOKS TO THE SCHOOLBOY NOW 


The finding of the Erdinan arbitration board in pass- 


_ upon the question of wages and other differences be- 


tween the firemen and some fifty-four railroads east of 
Chicago is plainly a new illustration of the tremendous 
usefulness of the federal statute providing for the adjust- 
ment of differences of this character and a further justi- 
fication, if any were needed, of the general principle of ar- 
bitration. At the beginning of the trouble the public was 
Confronted by the grave possibility of a serious rail strike 
that would have tied up traffic over half the country. The 
firemen were insistent in their demands for an advance in 
wages and a betterment of working conditions. The rail- 
roads metaphorically threw up their hands and declared 
jthat under no consideration could these demands be 
'granted. Weeks were consumed in conferences and hear- 
ings that got nowhere and only emphasized the seeming 
imopssibility of reconciliation of the warring factions. 


Then came the turn of affairs in which the railroads 


gave reluctant consent to arbitration under the Eniman 
act, which by law binds the several parties to an accept- 
ance of the verdict of the board, whatever it may prove 
to be. In a word, the finding provides for an advance of 
some 10 to 12 per cent, in wages to the firemen, a direct 
ruling as to certain working conditions and an order pro- 
viding for a "complaint, commission" to deal with other 
specific cases as they may arise. Naturally enough, the 
award is in the nature of a compromise. 
The firemen 


have not been granted all fbr which they were contend- 
ing, nor have the roads been compelled to make an uncon- 
ditional surrender to their men. In each case the result 
is infinitely better and manifestly less expensive to each 
faction than would have been the strike that impended 
for so many weeks. 


' The Sentinel does not believe there is real ground for

Washington, April 24.—Coal mine ac- 


cidents took a death toll Just year of 
2..'i6U men. according 
to 
a 
statement 


made public today by the United States 
bureau of mines. The statement adds, 
however, that these tigures represent a 
death rate of only ;i.l.~> in every thou- 
sand men employed, the smallest rates 
of mortality since 1SOO. The number of 
tons of coal mined in proportion to the 
number of lives sacrificed was the great- 
est on record. There arc at present, ac- 
cording to the statement a total of To'i,- 
000 men employed in the industry. Fig- 
ures are given to show that although 
70,(«Ki more miners were employed in 
11)12 than in 1007. there were H'J.l fewer 
fatalities last year. The falling olf in 
the loss of life, in the opinion of Fred- 
erick \V. Porter, mining engineer of the 
bureau, is largely due to the educational 
campaign conducted by the government, 
and to the advanced means employed 
by the bureau of mines in rescuing the 
victims of mine accidents.

Bjty had placed It in tho custody of 
Jitrs. Bills. Tho Boston police have sent 
description* of Kills and his little daugh- 
t»r to the pollc« of every city and largo 
(own in the United States and Canada. 


Mr. and Mrs. Eills came to Chicopea 


1«»8 than two years old, ha being about 
35 years old

younger.
